original thus: "Divide tho floaters into 
blocks of live. I'ut a trusted muii in 
charge of each block with tho necessary 
funds, and hold him responsible to see 
tfrat tliey voto our ticket." The "floater" 
is cleiinod in tho K-cpnblican poll-sheets 
thus: "Floaters. Put in this column those 
who In your belief aro apt to bo influ- 
enced by considerations other than that of 
principle." 


A vigorous effort to cleanse Indiana poli- 


tics seems to bo coming, and if Harrison 
takes the Icud something will bo done.
